The subject of this notice was born 


in Cumberland Valley April 10, 1823, 
and 
died suddenly in Schellsburg 


Wednesday evening, May 30, aged 
seventy-seven years, one month and 
twenty days. Her maiden name was 
Charity Blair and she was, on August 
19, 1340, united, by Rev. M. Brendt, in 
holy matrimony with Nathan Bortz 
This union was blessed with eight 
children, four of whom survive, name- 
ly, Mary, wife of N. B. Twigg, of 
Davis, W. Va.; Wilbur and Harry, of 
Schellsburg, and Erastus, of Nevada.

TwoColored Desperadoes Attack a Visitor 


To Bedford and Attempt To Bob Him. 
Friday morning James Powell, of 


Williamsburg, Blair county, came to 
Bedford to secure work. During the 
day he met quite a number of his 
friends, among whom waa John Eddie 
Johnson (colored). Johnson suggested 
to Powell, that as they had not seen 
each other for a long time, and as he 
was off duty for the day, they have a 
good time, taking in the sights in and 
around Bedford, to which Powell 
agreed. 


They visited several 
hotels and 


drinks were ordered, Powell usually 
paying the bills. Johnson observed 
the money Powell exposed when pay- 
ing for the liquor and concluded that 
he would relieve his companion of 
some of it. Johnson said to his friend: 
•Suppose we take a walk around the 
town." A bottle of whisky was bought 
by Powell, and then they started. On 
their way they met Abraham Hamil- 
ton 
(colored). Johnson 
introduced 


Abe to his, friend Powell and the trio 
continued their walk until they reach- 
ed the corner of John and East streets, 
when Johnson said: "Come, let us go 
this way," meaning out East street, 
which is a very lonely place.only part- 
ly opened and having on one side a 
hedge fence. After going about half 
way out the street Johnson thought it 
was time to relieve his friend of his 
cold cash. So he gave Hamilton the 
signal and both men took hold of 
Powell, threw him down and beat his 
head with stones, Johnson in the 
meantime going through his friend'i 
pockets. Unable to get any money 
and seeing the condition that Powell 
was in, his head cut and covered with 
blood, Johnson and Hamilton conclud- 
ed that they had better leave.and they 
fled. 


After Powell regained consciousness 


he wandered around for a long time 
before he appeared on any of the 
streets where he could be seen. He 
rent out Juliana street between four 
and five o'clock and finally reached the 
home of 0. G. McCoy, where, exhaust- 
ed 
from 
the 
loss 
ol 
blood, 


he fell at the door. 
Mr. McCoy 


came at once to 'Squire Ritchey and 
notified him. The injured man was 
brought to Dr. A. C. Wolf's office, 
where he received proper attention. 
The cut in his head was about six 
inches in length. 


Johnson and Hamilton, after hear- 


ing that a man was wandering around 
town covered with blood, decided that 
they would try to find him; but some 
one had notified Officer Stiver and 
before they found their victim he ar- 
rested them on suspicion, because he 
had seen them with Powell during the 
day. 
On the way to the lock-up the 


officer had both hands full and the 
"coons" tried to break away, but in 
vain. When the lock-up was reached 
the prisoners 
again 
made several 


desperate attempts to escape, but Mr. 
Stiver's strength and skill were too 
much for them. 


After Powell had his wounds dressed, 


although very weak, he was taken to 
the lock-up and recognized his pseudo- 
friends, Johnson and Hamilton, and 
said that they were the men who "did 
him up." While in the lock-up Hamil- 
ton told Officer Stiver that he held the 
man and that Johnson struck him on 
the head with a large stone. Johnson 
said that Hamilton did the hitting 
while he held the man and went 
through his pockets. While the police- 
man was procuring the necessary 
papers to place his prisoners in jail 
Hamilton picked the lock on his cell 
door with a nail and fled. Mr. Stiver 
made a thorough search for the fugi- 
tive in the rain and at midnight, wet 
to the skin, went home, with as strong 
a determination as ever to recapture 
Abraham. At 3.30 a. m., Saturday, 
Officer Stiver went to Hamilton's home, 
where he found the runaway, ready to 
take his departure, and Abraham now 
languishes behind the strong bars of 
the jail. 


Officer Stiver deserves a great deal 


of credit for his cleverness and his 
fidelity to duty. If the citizens of 
Bedford support him as they should 
he will undoubtedly put an end to the 
lawlessness that has disgraced the fair 
name of the town. 


On Monday Johnson and Hamilton 


were given a hearing bjfore 'Squire 
Ritehey. The evidence being sufficient 
to bind them over for September court, 
and being unable to give bail in 31,000 
each, they were returned to jail.

GAZETTE :—I promised 
to 


write you a letter from this place some 
time ago and have neglected it, so I 
will try and do so at once. Our com- 
pany is quartered in the old Spanish 
convent here and it makes fine quar- 
ters. There is not much fighting to 
do. Most of the fighting is with rob- 
ber hands that, infest this island and 
strike terror to what few law-abiding 
citizens there are; but this element is 
being exterminated by our troops and 
when we run on to a gang of them we 
make short work of them. 
^ 


We don't have it as hard as we used 


to. We have plenty of time for amuse- 
ment. Baseball seems to be the lead- 
ing sport, but it is most too hot for 
that. There is lots of fruit here now 
and most any old time you can see the 
boys coming in with a load of mangoes 
or bananas. Mangoes seem to be the 
favorite fruit with the boys. Cherries 
are also plentiful here, but they are 
not as good as the ones that grow in 
Bedford county. 


Our chief duty is eat, drill, sleep and 


wash. Here is what one of the boys 
writes home : "Talk about keeping 
clean—if I went as dirty as I did when 
I was at home I would be driven out of 
this fort." First thing in the morning 
is get up and wash, then drill and 
wash, and then stand retreat and bath 
every day. 


I never told you people how I cap- 


tured my first insurgent. It was in 
June, 1S99, not long after the rebellion 
had broken out. We were stationed at 
San Fernando. This was at that time 
the hot-bed of the insurrection. Our 
company was on outpost at the north 
end of the city. The insurgents had 
made several attempts to break our 
lines and retake the city and we were 
always looking for something to hap- 
pen. 
It was the night of the 22nd and 


raining as hard as it could pour down. 
We had taken shelter in an old sugar 
mill not more than 800 yards from the 
insurgent outpost. It was about mid- 
night and most every one was asleep. 
Suddenly the stillness was broken by 
several shots, which proved to be the 
shots of the enemy. These were fol- 
lowed quickly by others, then a tre- 
mendous volley fire was poured into 


"Steady, boys, steady. Don't get 


excited. Into the trenches; be quick," 
spoke our captain. "The insurgents 
are driving in our outposts." We were 
soon in the trench and pouring vol- 
ley after volley into the flash, as that 
was all we could see to aim at. Oh, I 
will never forget that night. 
Our 


front was nothing but a sheet of flame. 
Mauser bullets were tearing through 
the bamboo, cutting them down like a 
scythe. 
Our artillery 
was sending 


shrapnel into them as fast as they 
could fire. I, with some others, was 
detailed to bring up ammunition and 
we had laid our guns down so we 
could carry a larger load. It was my 
good fortune to get separated from the 
others. All at once I heard the sugar 
cane breaking and as I looked I could 
make 
out 
the 
form 
of a man 


and by all appearances he was an in- 
surgent. What could I do? To run 
would cause me to get the contents of 
his rifle, and that I had no desire for. 
The only thing I could do was to risk 
a hand-to-hand encounter with him. 
I waited till he was even with me and 
then sprang on to him, catching him 
by the throat. The weight of my body 
knocked him to the ground. He could 
not utter a sound and the more he 
tried to get away the tighter 1 gripped 
him. 
I dragged him several feet, yell- 


ing as loud as I could for help. Soon 
several oE the boys came to my assist- 
ance. One, I remembei, stood over us, 
saying, "Let me put a bullet into him," 
at the same time putting the muzzle of 
his gun to my foe's head. Soon the 
voice of the captain was heard—"Bring 
a light; let him up. Let's see who you 
have." Then a light was brought and 
held up to his face. Oh ! Lord, what 
next? 
I had captured and nearly 


choked to death 
our "Chino" bull 


driver. Even to this day the "China1 


won't have any thing to do with me 
and when he sees me he will point to 
his throat and say "Much a malo." 
The joke was on me and the boys will 
often ask me if I remember the time I 
captured the goo-goo.

cased gold watch, an eight-day clock, 
the farm on which he resides and the

To 
the Mt. Zion Lutheran church at Ray's 
Hill he gives some land and money for 
making improvements to the church, 
etc. John Q. Nycum and John S. 
Hershberger are appointed executors 
ol his estate in Pennsylvania, George 
W. Nycum executor of his estate in 
Illinois and William H. Nycum execu- 
tor of his estate in Iowa and Nebraska. 


There are several codicils to the will, 


one of which reads as follows : "In 
regard to the shares, or interest, or 
life estate, gived by me in said will to 
my four sons—H. Clay, Albert L., J. 
W. S. and Simon Nyeum—I give, de- 
vise and bequeath said interests, or 
life estates, to my executors in trust 
for their use, so that the same shall 
not be liable to the payment of their 
debts heretofore or hereafter contract- 
ed."

So important are the lessons taught 


by the Boer, war that Secretary Root 
has given instructions that the reports 
of American army officers who have 
been sharply watching the South Af- 
rican military operations be published 
in pamphlet form for the benefit of the 
service. Capt. S. L. n. Slocum, of the 
Eighth cavalry, who is with the Brit- 
ish army, and Capt. Carl Reichmann, 
with the Boer forces, do not hesitate 
in their reports to criticise the com- 
manders of the opposing forces. 
Crit- 


icisms passed by Lord Roberts upon 
Generals Buller, Methuen and Gatacre 
are repeated by Captain Slocum. Cap- 
tain Reichmann's reports are generally 
highly flattering to the Boers, speak- 
ing of their splendid mobility and 
their defensive tactics, though citing 
that their failure to take the offensive 
has frequently lost them a valuable 
advantage.

say that while the lessons taught can- 
not be regarded as especially new the 
operations have substantiated these 
important conclusions:

rretorla Has Fallen. 


The curtain fell on an important 


scene of the South African war on 
Tuesday, when Lord Roberts' British 
troops occupied Pretoria. No defense 
was made of the city itself, though the 
Boers made a hard fight at Six-Mile 
Spruit, or creek, about ten miles south 
of the capital. The Boers, however, 
divided honors to some extent by win- 
ning an important success while Lord 
Roberts was moving on Pretoria. This 
was the capture of the Thirteenth 
Yeomanry battalion—400 or 500 men, 
it is supposed in London—on May 31. 
The yeomen were attacked near Lind- 
ley, in the northern part of the 
Orange Free State. Lord Methuen's 
troops were sent post haste to rescue 
them, but arrived too late. 


New York and Maryland For Bryan. 
The New York Democratic state con- 


vention on Tuesday elected delegates 
to the Kansas City convention instruct 
ed to vote for William J. Bryan. The 
platform ignores free silver at 10 to 1, 
but agrees to abide by the Kansas City 
platform. The following persons were 
elected delegates-at-large: David B. 
Eill, Richard Croker, Edward Murphy 
and Augustus Van Wyck. 


The Democrats of Maryland in state 


convention on Tuesday selected a del 
gation to the Kansas City convention 
and adopted a platform which leaves 
the delegates uninstructed, but de- 
clares that W. J. Bryan is the choice of 
Democrats both in the counties and in 
the state of Maryland. 


Imperialism is condemned, a large

being deceived as to the strength 
of their enemy. A report received

April showed that the British then 
had a total of 55,040 horses, 134 ma- 
chine guns and 455 cannon of all cali- 
bers.

MID-OCEAN, May 20.—In order to 


reach the Paris exposition we Ameri- 
cans must embark. There is no dry 
road thither. Embarkation on a great 
liner is an act on a great stage with 
comic, melodramatic and even tragic 
scenes. The huge vessel looms along- 
side the pier. The hour for sailing is 
11, but three hours earlier the pas- 
sengers begin to arrive with bag and 
baggage, scrip and serippage, some 
with family, valets and maids, others 
alone. Some with six trunks, others 
with, a grip and an umbrella. Some 
in liveried carriages, others on the 
street car. Messengers arrive with 
flowers, the gifts of friends. 
Some of 


the bouquets are magnificent and ex- 
pensive. They are now, three days 
out, displayed in the steamer salon, 
making it look like a florist's bazaar. 
One huge bouquet of rare roses and 
orchids I am told cost at least one 
hundred dollars. 


For an hour or more before the time 


for sailing the decks and public rooms 
of the great vessel are crowded, but 
for the most part by relatives aud 
friends of those who have come to see 
the passengers off. The hour for sail- 
ing is near, the screws of the steamer 
are turning, but merely for practice, 
getting their hand in before they 
strike the long, wet streak across the 
Atlantic. 
The ship's band breaks 


upon the babble of tongues wibh a 
lively promenade. 
Many, supposing 


the hour has come, rush down the 
plank lest they be taken to Europe 
unprepared; but the more experienced 
await the final signal, for the band 
will, with intermissions, play several 
more airs. The time for parting has 
come. Those who sail on the Ham- 
burg-American line are largely Ger- 
man-Americans and they either feel 
more, or pretend to feel more, or re- 
strain their feelings less than we un- 
demonstrative, un-hyphenated Ameri- 
cans. They kiss, embrace and weep, 
and then, after a breathing spell, rush 
at each other and do it again. Men 
kiss men and women kiss women, et 
vice versa (id libitum, all the while 
looking at each other with such looks 
of longing, despairing fondness as we 
are accustomed to see only when the 
cofliu lid closes for the last time. 
Finally there is a signal for friends to 
leave the boat and after a last repeti- 
tion of harrowing partings the im- 
mense steel floating hotel moves slowly 
from the pier and then with increas- 
ing speed sails down the bay and out 
to sea. 
We had beautiful starting 


weather, but fine weather will not 
prevent sea-sickness in the predis- 
posed, for we were not out of sight of 
the Goddess of Liberty in New York 
harbor before some of the passengers 
were reclining on steamer chairs and 
sucking lemons. 


After having crossed the Atlantic six 


times I confess to a preference for Ger- 
man manned boats. 
The service on 


deck, in cabin and at the table is the best 
I have found. It is prompt, intelligent 
and cheerful without obsequiousness 
and without the perpetual suggestion 
of tips or 
extra 
pay, 
although 


no doubt they know that will come 
But I prefer these boats mainly on ac- 
count of a feeling of greater security, 
which one always experiences in the 
presence of perfect order and rigid dis- 
cipline. In the crews which man the 
great passenger ships of the German 
liners the German empire has educated 
a race of seamen that is second numer- 
ically to that of England alone, and 
perhaps not second in the skill, cour- 
age and seaworthiness of the individ- 
ual sailor. 
It must be remembered 


that these trained men of the merchant 
marine belong to the reserve force of

Kansas' Big Wheat Crop. 


The farmers of Kansas will begin 


next week to harvest the largest 
wheat crop in the history of the state. 
Secretary Coburn, of the state board 
of agriculture, says : "The crop this 
year will be the heaviest ever known. 
In 1892 Kansas had 3,800,000 acres of 
wheat and raised 70,000,000bushels, an 
average of 13 bushels to the acre. 
This year the winter wheat acreage is 
4,685,819, as estimated by the growers, 
and the average yield will be larger 
than that of 1893. If the yield to the 
acre is the same as in 1893 the aggre- 
gate yield will be 85,000,000 bushels. 
The crop in general was never in bet- 
ter condition."

Count von Moltke said be had drawn a 
dozen successful plans for the invasion 
of England, but had never been able 
to plan a successful retreat after he 
had landed an overwhelming German 
army. Would he find the same difficul- 
ty with the United States? He, or 
rather his successor, certainly will if 
our sea power keeps pace with our 
wonderful material development and 
our widening interests abroad.

with its great walled artificial harbor 
and colossal statue of the great Napo- 
leon astride a big bronze stallion, his 
arm extended and pointing to the mag- 
nificent wall stretching far out in the 
sea and inscribed below in excellent 
French, though he spoke an Italian 
patois, "I will reproduce at Cherbourg 
the marvels of Egypt." 


I shall take the train for Paris to- 


morrow and in my next letter will 
tackle 
the exposition. The subject 


has already been much be-written and 
I would despair of adding anything 
worth printing were it not for the fact 
it is a physical impossibility scientifi- 
cally proved that no two eyes ever see 
the same object.

League, gives sixteen clear-cut, con- 
cise and convincing reasons for leaving 
the Republican party and joining the 
"Democratic ranks. 
They should be 


read carefully, thoughtfully and slow- 
ly by every freeman in the country. 


Here they are: 


If I ever had any misgivings about 


leaving the Republican party, early in 
1S95, they were fully dispelled at the 
spectacle oi the Hannaized methods 
which carried the election by intimi- 
dation and coercion, and through an 
immense corruption fund, wrung from 
the beneficiaries of class legislation. 
I am a Democrat to-day for the fol-

First. Because a war that was com-

for cheap Asiatic labor into this coun- 
try. 


Second. Because the monetary bill 


passed March 14 may properly he 
termed an act to present to the na- 
tional banks a hundred million dollars. 


(a) Henry Clews is authority for 


the statement that the change in the 
law permitting the banks to issue, up 
to par value and reducing the tax on 
circulation from one to one-half of one 
per cent., is equivalent to one hundred 
million dollars. 


Third. Because the action of Sec- 


retary Gage in depositing large sums 
of government money in the Standard 
Oil company's bank was an act of 
favoritism to a monopoly whose an- 
nual profits are four times the interest 
on she national debt. 


Fourth. 
Because the 
administra- 


tion has shown its subserviency to the 
trusts in agreeing to pay the armor 
trust not less than twenty million 
dollars this year in excess of a fair 
price. 


(a) The appropriations for improv- 


ing the navy this year are over sixty 
million dollars. 


(b) 
The governments of France, 


Germany and Great Britain are largely 
manufacturing their own armor plate, 
while our congress 
voted to pay 


tribute to one of the worst of monop- 
olies. 


Fifth. 
Because for 
nearly 
four 


years the administration has done 
nothing to check the unprecedented 
growth of trusts. 


(a) 
During this time, trusts and 


combines have been capitalized for 
about eight thousand million dollars, 
fully one-half of which is watered 
stock. 


(b) Four per cent, on this four 


thousand million of watered stock 
equals one hundred and sixty million 
dollars annually, a heavier burden 
imposed upon the consumers of trust 
articles than the yearly war budget of 
Germany to support 
her standing 


army; or an amount double the value 
of the entire wheat crop of Minnesota 
and the Dakotas for 1899. 


Sixth. Because the Republican party 


stands for a high tariff, which is the 
bulwark of the trust. 


(a) Nearly every manufactured ar- 


ticle upon which there is a tariff has 
gone into a trust. 


(b) Nearly every article which was 


drawn into a trust has been advanced 
in price. 


(c) In many instances the trusts 


are selling goods for export at a much 
lower price than those fixed by their 
tyrannical methods for home consump- 
tion. 


(d) If the government had given 


the American Steel and Wire company 
an exclusive monopoly to manufacture 
nails and barb wire (after the manner 
of Queen Elizabeth in selling monop- 
olies) they could not have protected 
them in their wholesale robbery more 
effectually than by the tariff, which 
keeps out foreign competition. 


Seventh. 
Because the ways and 


means comnrttee, and subsequently 
congress, with the help of the presi- 
dent, made an abject surrender to the 
tobacco and sugar trusts, in the pas- 
sage of the Porto Rico tariff bill. 


Eighth. Because the Banna ship- 


subsidy bill, which meant not only a 
steal of nine millions a year, but a 
monopoly to large vessel-owners, was 
withdrawn with the distinct under- 
standing that it should be put through 
at the next session of congress, pro- 
vided the flannaites were in power. 


Ninth. Because Cuba was promised 


independence .and it is now apparent 
that the Republicans intend to break 
faith with the people of that island, 
just as they have done with Porto 
Rico. 


Tenth. Because the record of Gov- 


ernor Lind, in compelling corpora- 


tions to bear a just share of the bur- 
dens of taxation, and because the suc- 
cess of the railwa}' and warehouse 
commission in reducing freight rates 
on grain from one to three cents per 
bushel has demonstrated the wisdom 


o£ voting the Dainocratic ticket ill 
Minnesota. 
. Eleventh. Because the administra- 
tion, through Secretary Hay, adroit' 
ly changed a proposition '-to mediate' 
under the Hague treaty to interven- 
tion, thereby defeating the purpose of 
the treaty and throwing the entire 
moral inauence of the government 
upon the side of Great Britain in their 
criminal aggression in South Africa. 


Twelfth. Because the whole admin- 


istration has been Hannaized, until 
the spirit of commercial greed and 
political corruption has permeated our 
system of government as manifest— 


(a! In Cuban postal corruption. 
(b) In the drawing of double pay by 


army officers and government officials. 


(c) In the purchase of rotten food 


and worthless clothing by the war de- 
partment. One of the syndicates which 
secured a contract at an exorbitant 
profit to furnish clothing numbered 
among its members the brother of the 
president and also the man who was 
the former assignee of William McKin- 
ley. 


Thirteenth. Because I am opposed 


to anarchy or a system which sows the 
seeds of anarchy. 


a) An anarchist is defined as a man 


who repudiates all law. 


(b) Managers of an oil company or a 


railway company, who violate law, are 
in fact worse than anarchists,for while 
they repudiate the law for themselves 
and their corporations, they would ap- 
ply it to others, when it is to their ad- 


vantage to do so. 


Fourteenth. 
Because none of the 


reforms, such as "postal saving banks," 


election of United States senators by 


the people," or "postal telegraph lines," 
have any show of success so long as 
the present administration is retained 


in power. 


Fifteenth. Because this election in 


1900 involves more than the supremacy 


of any party. The result will deter- 
mine whether this country shall per- 
manently depart from the fundamen- 
tal principles of the founders of our 
government, who proclaimed equality 


of all men before the law; whether the 
Constitution and Declaration of Inde- 
pendence shall follow the flag or 
whether we shall adopt the British im- 
perial policy which teaches us that 
might is right. A policy which carries 
the flag to every clime and by force of 
arms rules subjects withoutthe consent 
o! the governed. A system which de- 
mands a large standing army with the 


ils which follow militarism and the 


corruption which attends a colonial 
policy. 


Sixteenth. 
And, finally, because in 


this conflict between liberty and des- 
potism, which has been waged in one 
form or another for thousands of years, 
I see the same spirit that once stood 
'or the divine right of kings, now man- 
,fest 
in 
a commercialism, which 


through monopoly and special privilege 
seeks to lay tribute upon the many for 
the benefit of the favored few. 


As every empire is erected upon the 


grave of liberty, so every great trust 
s built up at the expense of the indi- 
vidual. A nation 
which calls com- 


merce Christianity, or calls conquest 
civilization, may go to war with a gun 
.n one hand and a Bible in the other, 
but will soon drop the Bible and have 
both hands upon the gun. For myself, 
I believe that the world still needs the 
inspiring example of a free and equal 
people, undisturbed by the illusions of 
territorial extension, military pomp, 
distant colonial dependencies. I be- 
lieve thatour own greatness and future 
security rest in making our own citi- 
zens better and happier, with equal 
rights for all and special privileges for 
none. For these reasons I am a Dem- 
ocrat.

Kinley to show tbe Boar envoys tbe 
Washington monument from the porch 
of the White House. 


Taylor is now running in other 


states, but he expects to return and 
run in Kentucky for governor after a 
time, if he can get tbat indictment 
quashed. 


Of course it would be outrageous for 


the Boers to blow tip the Johannes- 
burg mines, which are owned by 
British, but it is all right tbat the two 
republics should be wiped out of ex- 
istence. They are only owned by 
Boers, you know. 


It is practically agreed tbat the 


Philippines bill will not pass. 
The 


Republicans are not particularly anx- 
ious to give the president such absolute- 
ly dictatorial powers—which may ac- 
crue to Bryan's benefit—and the Demo- 
crats will not let them do it, even if 
they desire to do so. 


Everyone should welcome the census 


taker and help him in his work. He 
does not come in the attitude of a vil- 
lage gossip and he is forbidden to re- 
tail the information given him. It is 
impossible that accuracy should be ob- 
tained in the results unless accuracy is 
observed in the details of tbe great 
work. 


It is a curious illustration of Ameri- 


can political methods that Senator 
Eanna is bringing pressure to bear 
upon himself to accept the chairman- 
ship of the Republican national com- 
mittee and Governor Koosevelt is try- 
ing to bring it to bear on himself to 
refuse the nomination for the vice 
presidency.

The outlay for war is a separate 


matter, and it accounts for the in- 
crease of the public debt by $200,000,-

tration may therefore be summed up 
in a sentence. It has added nearly 
§13,000,000 a month to the regular run- 
ning expenses of the government and 
added SI. 79 per capita to the national 
burden of debt.—New York World.

during 70 years lias been three-tenths 
of a square mile. 


An encroachment upon tbe sea of 


three-tenths of a mile in a year means 
a large Increase in a century. It ap- 
pears tbat tbe total increase in six 
centuries has been about 108 square 
miles. Tbe increase is continuing, .and 
the gulf of Venice is (loomed to dis- 
appear. 


No immediate alarm need be felt, ana 


it will not be necessary to hurry off 
to Venice to take a farewell look at 
the city iu its present picturesqueness.

By means of electric lights the inte-

The lights are made detachable, 
so they can be taken from the engine 
and set up on stands. They are also 
provided with 200 feet of flexible con- 
ducting-cables, which enables the fire- 
men to run tbe search-lights out on a 
pier, or even into a building. One of 
tbe great fields for usefulness of this 
new apparatus is in lighting up tbe 
interior of boats when on fire. When 
a ship at the pier gets on fire the 
darkness in tbe bold makes it difficult 
for the firemen to control the flames. 
Dense volumes of smoke further ob- 
scnre the point where the fire is burn- 
ing, and sometimes ship and cargo are 
lost simply because the firemen are 
unable to locate tbe exact place of tbe 
fire. The portable search-light, which 
will soon be re-enforced by small in- 
candescent lights for carrying in tbe 
band, will make fire-fighting at night 
a much easier matter than in the past. 
Heretofore fire safeguards bave been 
considered chiefly for tbe public; it is 
a wise move now to consider the fire- 
men —Harper's Weekly.

Egyptian Chicken Factories. 


In his volume on "Present Day 


Egypt" Fredenck Ponneld thus de- 
scribes one of the interesting sights 
In the neighborhood of the pyramids, 
the incubators in the native villages. 
"It v.ttl be found," he says, "that the 
incubator is constructed of sun dried 
bricks and so arranged internally that 
the eggs, placed in mud constructed 
ovens on trays cushioned with cut 
straw, are constantly under the at- 
tendant's view. No scientific apparatus 
is employed by this man, not even a 
thermometer. He knows from experi- 
ence and his own feeling how much 
heat is needed, and he systematically 
turns the eggs several times each day 
until they aie developed into peeping 
chicks. 


"These hatching establishments exist 


throughout middle and upper Egypt 
and in a season bring fully 20,000,000 
chickens into the world that grow up 
to be. scrawny, unattractive fowls. The 
industry is thousands of years old and 
seems conclusively to settle the ques- 
tion of a chicken's maternity by allo- 
cating that parentage to the hen laying 
the egg. 


"The incubator is a foster mother 


only and is responsible for stifling the 
'setting' instinct with Egyptian hens. 
The keepers of the incubators have a 
system of traffic with peasant farmers 
by which eggs are purchased outright 
or six live clucks given in, exchange for 
a dozen tiesh eggs." 


Death to the Workmen.

William Hummel was hanged at 


Williamsport on Tuesday. The crime 


which Hummel forfeited his life 


was a revolting one. He deliberately 
killed his bride of a week and then 
lew the three little children of the 
woman. He in turn posed as a spirit- 
ualist, an innocent man and a lunatic. 
He was a rag peddler and from the 
ime of his arrest to his death never 
ailed to embrace an opportunity to 
itrike a bargain. He sold his confes- 
lion for $50 and capped the climax by 
idling his body for exhibition pur- 
poses after bis death. On November 
0, 1899, Hummel wedded Mrs. Frances 
Delaney, whose husband had been 
dead less than two months.

under a straw stack. Hummel was 
arrested and was taken to Montgom- 
ery.
